In these days of increased government concern for educa- 
tion, many develop an unfortunate and mistaken concept that everything 
should be left to governmental agencies. The maintenance of our free 
institutions demands that persons of ability and high ideals should 
be associated with the direction and maintenance of our universities 
and schools. 


To all of you, I extend my personal best wishes for a happy and 


satisfying career of service.
